Bhe mroused Mr. Woehr, who at cnce
went out and rang an nlarm of fire, The
firemen arriving quickly, burst In the
door of Hirschorn's room, which was
locked, and found him with his under-
clothes on, lylng on the bed. His feet
were banging over the side.

All the boarders in the house, num-
bering about forty, were arouscd, and
for & time the greatest exoltement pre-
valied. Then fright, caused by the fire,
was quickly succerded by horror when
they ‘aurned of the manner of Hirach-
orn's death.

The double gas jet In Hirschorn's
room, the one used for uminating,
wis burning low, while from the other,
which su pﬁea n small gus wtave in the
Winter, the gas was rapldly escaping,
The vock was turned on full.
